Palm Springs’ Answer is Emphatic 


The Riverside County Board of Super­ 
visors twice has deferred action on a proposal 
from the planning commission to ease its 
ban on billboards incorporated in a zoning 
measure adopted in 1959. Supervisor de­ 
clared they would await the reaction of the 
cities affected by the proposed changes. 
This week they heard from the P alm 
Springs City Council and there was no rq u j. 
vocation in the statement of the local g o v 


erning board. 
Palm Springs Is not only opposed to 
billboards at its gateways but anywhere in 


the county. 
Councilman Kenneth Kirk s o u n d e d the 
keynote when he declared that relaxing of 
the restrictions on billboards would be in­ 
jurious to Palm S p rin g s and that it " a s his 
1 relief that the council should o p p o s e the 
program in its entirety. 
Two years ago supervisors a d o p te d an 
M-3 zone which embraced more than two- 
thirds of the county. This zone prohibited 
billboards and stipulated that billboards now 


lin in g country highways must be rem oved 
within five years. 


Not so long ago, county planners he- 
came convinced that this measure was too 
strong and proposed a new M-5 zone in which 
billboards would be allowed. They set aside 
30 areas, each about a mile in length, which 
would be made M-5 zones and allow bill­ 
boards. 
Four of these locations were along en­ 
trance roads leading into Palm Springs, At 
first, the local opposition was confined to 
these four local areas. 
But upon adrice 
that if billboards are allowed anywhere in 
the county, they would flourish at the door­ 
steps of the city, the council this week ex­ 
panded its protest to cover the entire conntv. 


Protests of the Palm Springs City Coun­ 
cil, of course, will not end the matter. Des­ 
pite the opposition of counciltnen and prac­ 
tically every private citizen to billbourds, 
there is a powerful lobby operating to per­ 
mit them. The battle to bar these eyesores 
from the new Federal Interstate highway 
system is now under way. There was hitter 
fighting in the congress over the measure. 
Locally, we have a stake In that, ton, 
as "Billboard Alley”, as that stretch of U.S. 
60-70-99 between Banning and the Palm 
Springs turn-off north and west of the city 
is known, is part of Interstate Ten. 
The rugged mountains bordering San 
Corgonio Pass and the vast vistas of the 
desert deserve a better fate than to be hid­ 
den by signs which glare by day and shine 
by night extolling the merits of all sorts of 
products and services, from shaving soap 
to ways to balk a bellvachc to how to unplug 
stuck plumbing to places to lay your head. 
As a tourist remarked upon arriving here; 
"1 was lucky today. I happened to look- 
just as we passed a gap between a liver pill 
designed to ease a queazy stomach and an 
invitation to attend an event which occured 
last November and there was a beautiful 
canyon, made more so bv streaks of snow 
drawing fantastic designs.” 
Neat approaches are of especial value 
in this Desert Empire where attracting and 
entertaining our visitors is the prime objec­ 
tive. Organizations and individuals are work­ 
ing to beautify the city. 
The action of the city council is to he 
commended and it is to he hoped that their 
voice will prevail. 
Then the plans and efforts to beautify 
the city will not be nullified by unsightly, 
scenerv-hiding signs.

A Bad Case of Permissive Censorship 


WASHINGTON, D. C .-E a rly in 
Jan u iry , F leet P ublishing C orpor­ 
ation in N ew Y ork City com ­ 
menced the pre-publication hustle 
for its book, " I W as Jacqueline 
K ennedy’s D ressm ak er." w ritten 
by Mini R hea w ith the aid of 
F rances Spatz Leighton, who had 
previously co-authored the b est­ 
selling, m oney-m aking m em oir en­ 
titled, "M y T h irty Y ears B ack­ 
stairs At T he W hite House " 


This colum n is not a review of 
Miss R h ea’s book, w hich I have 
not read, b ut if th e events w hich 
preceded the publication as they 
relate to en o th er p h ase of alleged 
censorship by th e F ederal G ov­ 
ernm ent. 
The cenaorship is not direct and 
forthright, like th a t of the m ili­ 
tary w hich is being studied by the 
Stennis Senate S ubcom m ittee. It 
is not legalistic, such as the E i­ 
senhower A dm in istratio n 's tan g le 
with “ Lady C h atterley ’s L over" 
or the local sk irm ish es in v ario u s 
States o v e r "T ro p ic of C an cer." 
This is a ca se of p erm issiv e cen ­ 
sorship. It is one in which the 
Federal G overnm ent m ay not be 
so much to blam e a s arc the tim ­ 
orous television an d th e cautious 
magazine ind u stries fo r not insist­ 
ing upon th e ir rights. 
Anyhow, in the w eek of Jan u - 
*ry 15th, 
M iss 
B eatrice 
L ent, 
Fleet C o rp .'s publicity directo r, 
telephoned h er o p p o site num ber. 
Miss G ene B arnes o f th e N ation­ 
al B roadcasting C om pany, w ho is 
in charge of arran g in g personality 
appearances for N BC p ro g ram 
called "F a m ily .” T he book pub­ 
lisher’s publicity m a n ag er w ished 
<o arran g e 
an 
ap p earan ce 
for 
Miss Mini R hea on Ja n u a ry 2Sth 
or 29th in connection w ith the re­ 
lease of, “ I W as Jacq u elin e Ken- 
netfy'a D ressm ak er.” 


NBC would be delighted to have 
Miss R hea, but there w as a s ta l­ 
ed 
condition. 
F irst, 
the 
NBC 
spokesm an said, the book p ub­ 
lisher would have to get perm is­ 
sion from 
P ie rre Salinger, the 
White House P re s s Secretary. 
O scar Collier, editor of F leet, 
a lean, quiet, auburn-haired T ex­ 
an, was ‘‘o u tra g ed ,’’ as he tells 
me. by the suggestion. He had 
previoualy decided against sub­ 
m itting the m an u scrip t to W hite 
House for inform al approval. He 
regarded radio-television publicit 
along with the distribution of re ­ 
view copies and the subm ission of 
the author for interview s, as le­ 
gitim ate prom otion of a book. H e 
saw no reason w hy norm al pro­ 
cedures should have to be cleared 
with the F ed eral G overnm ent. 
So, Collier telephoned to the 
Federal C om m unications Com m is­ 
sion here in W ashington and asked 
and official opinion of Max Pag- 
lin, 
FCC’s 
G eneral 
Counsel 
M r. Paglin w as vague about the 
law. but said that ’’m atters of 
good ta ste " w ere involved. He did 
not dispute the ed ito r's insistence 
that the book w as in excellent 
taste, but he em phatically said 
" Y e s ! ” , 
according 
to Collier, 
when the la tte r asked if it w ere 
advisable to clear the NBC a p ­ 
pearance w ith P ie rre Salinger. 
Collier stood upon his rights and 
refused to do this. He thereby lost 
the chance to have his author 
appear on th e "F am ily ” show, 
lost the financial benefits that 
m ight have been derived. But he 
felt th a t fundam ental 
liberties 
w ere involved w ith regard to a 
book of m em oirs and reoorting 
by a p riv a te citizen, published for 
profit by a p riv a te firm , w ithout 
»ny charges of obscenity o r na- 
»i-nal security. 


H earing th e story on a visit to 
New York, I retu rn ed to W ashing­ 
ton and called at the FCC. Mr. 
P aglin w as out of tow n, but I 
talked w ith A sst. Counsel Hen­ 
ry G eller, w ho denied that the 
FCC had an y practice, regulation 
o r policy w hich would require 
clearance of a broadcast about 
such a book. T here is, how ever, 
this om inous passage in the Com­ 
m unications A ct of 1934 as am en- 
ed (Section 307. d.), w hich puts 
b ro ad casters under th e gun: 
" , . . renew al of such a li­ 
cense 
(to 
bro ad cast) 
m sy 
be 
granted from tim e to tim e for a 
te rm of not to exceed th re e y ears 
. . . if the C om m ission finds that 
public in terest, convenience and 
necessity w ould be served th ere­ 
b y .” 
E ditor C ollier, curious to know 
w here else perm issive censorship 
w as happening, contacted the La­ 
d ie s’ H om e Journal, w hich had 
p urchased and published in the 
Ja n u a ry issue 10.000 w ords of “ I 
W as Jacqueline K ennedy’s D ress­ 
m a k er." The New Y ork publicity 
departm ent of this rich and suc­ 
cessful 
w om an's 
m agazine 
is 
headed by M iss Ruth M atthew s. 
H er office told M r. Cottier, and 
he told m e. th a t the 10.000 w ord 
excerpt w as “ cleared by White 
H ouse,” but th a t no W hite House 
nam es 
could 
be 
m entioned. 
I 
asked P ie rre Salinger about such 
a clearance. He said he knew 
nothing about it. and w ith no 
nam es 
nam ed 
by 
the 
L adies' 
Home Jo u rn al, the story com es to 
a halt. The review ing authority 
could have been anybody from the 
P resident and the F irst Lady on 
down. 
To sum it up. E ditor Collier of 
F leet refused to give ew ay any 
rights to th e F ederal G overnm ent.
